Washington, Jan. 10.—-The interior 


department has been 
advised that 


Judge Hunt of the United Slatps dis- 
trict court at Helena, Mont., h.is over- 
ruled the demurrers of the defendants 
to the indictments in the case of the 
United States versus R. M. Bobham, 
J. B. Cattlin and many others, charged 
with subornation of perjury and per- 
jury in connection with timber lands 
entries in western Montana. The ac- 
cused will now have to come to trial. 
There are 12 indictments for subor- 
nation of perjury and 90 for perjury. 


In the spring of 1902 the interior 


department was informed that exten- 
sive land frauds were being perpe- 
trated in Montana and Idaho under an 
act of congress known as the "Timber 
and Stone Act." Secretary Hitchcock 
immediately set on foot an investiga- 
tion, and in the case of Montana it 
was discovered that at the land office 
of Missoula and Helena many fraud- 
ulent entries had been made. It was 
soon discovered, it is alleged, that un- 
der the leadership of R. M. Colham a 
conspiracy was organized and a lot of 
people living in the vicinity of Mis- 
soula—men and women—were directed 
to make applications at the land office. 
Under this act of congress it was 
necessary for the applicant, when he 
made his application, to take an oath 
that the land was not taken for specu- 
ulative purposes but for his ov.'n use, 
and that no one else was directly or 
indirectly interested in the purchase. 
Cobham and his associates, it is charg- 
ed, prepared all these affidavits and 


all expenses, and. $2.50. an. acre

The 
admiralty is preparing a fourth squad* 
ron, which will depart, probably la 
May.

the President and bJs party leaders. 


"Have we put a Democrat or a Re- 


publican in the White He use?" No 
cuflstion has been more 
frequently 


asked in the Republican cloak-rooms 
of Congress than this, and it has been 
re-iterated more than ever since the 
President has made it knoun that he 
demands reforms that 
William J. 


Bryan has stood for and that the 
Democratic party has advocated. 


Mr. Roosevelt urges federal control 


of trusts — a scheme first proposed 
by Mr. Bryan at a Civic Federation 
banquet in Chicago, six or seven years 
ago. 


Mr. Roosevelt has emphasized the 


necessity for 
providing 101 govern- 


ment control of railroad rates, and at 
the White House conference the re- 
form of the tariff was given the most 
consideration, although 
all three of 


these subjects were under discussion. 


At the Saturday conference nothing 


was accomplished but Mr. Roosevelt 
Las asked, almost demanded, that 
Congress pass legislation which will 
remedy the existing e\ils! In so doing 
the President has not hesitated to bor- 
row from his opponents and advocate 
leading Democratic policies, but he is 


"counting""'wifbo'ut 'tis hose in expect- 


ing a Republican Congress to aid him 
in correcting these evils. Instead of 
setting themselves to the task which 
the President has pointed out to them 
a.s of vital importance to the 
well- 


being of tbe nation Republican mem- 
lers of Congress are gazing at 
each 


ether in amazement and questioning 
if they have not >nade th-2 unpardon- 
able error of electing a Democratic 
President oil the Republican ticket. 


Suit to Recover Donation. 


Lexington, Ky., Jan. 10.—Suit to re- 


cover $26,000 donated to Central uni- 
versity of Richmond, before its con- 
solidation with Center college in July. 
1901, is to be instituted on behalf of 
the estate of S. P. Walters of Rich- 
mond. Walters' administrator claims 
that the gift was made on condition 
that the institution remain in Rich- 
mond and retain its identity. The 
claim is set up that the merger re- 
moved the beneficiary and that the 
fund reverts to the estate. 


•Bishop Spalding Improves. 


Peoria, 111., Jan. 10.—The condition 


of Bishop John L. Spalding still con- 
tinues to improve, though slowly. 
The noted divine passed a quiet night 
and when he awoke said that he felt 
better than at any time since the 
stroke of paralysis, which attacked 
him last Friday afternoon. The bishop 
is slowly recovering the use of his 
left arm, but his lower limb is yet en- 
tirely useless. The doctors say the 
bishop is not likely to recover the use 
of this limb. 


Heney Appointed. 


Portland. Ore.. Jan. 10.—Judge Bel- 


linger of the United States court, ap- 
pointed Francis Joseph Heney. United 
States district attorney for the district 
of Oregon. This was done with the 
sanction and approval of President 
Roosevelt, and to remove any objec- 
tion that might be made to indictments 
•which the federal grand 
jury may 


return. 


Break of Convicts. 


San Francisco. Jan. 10.—News from 


Manilla received here tells of an at- 
tempt of about 500 convicts at BiJibid 
prison to break from jail, t occurred 
on the afternoon of Dec. ~ and result- 
ed in the killing of Ifi of the prisoners 
«nd the •wounding of 40 others. Six of 
the wounded were not oipcctwl to live 
and 26 others were in a critical con- 
dition.

Military Problems at Port Arthur. 
For twuuty jcarw inllilury KpcclullsU 


fcave waited for a thorough twt of 
modern Jong range KUIIK. By sonic It 
IIUH been declared that the best fortlfl- 
cullons science can devise could not 
withstand modern IOIIK HIIIK*' Held aud 
sie^e >;uiis; that the Kiirrison defending 
u fortress so besieged would certainly 
be annihilated. 
Calculations of this 


suture have been upset by the prolong- 
ed endurance of the Kussiaiis at Port 
Arthur. 


It was supposed that the new long 


range (,'imss Avith powerful explosives 
would be able to reduce fortifications 
speedily und that the Japanese would 
bring to bear the best of the kind. 
However, they did not gf-t their heavy 
siege guns into position in front of 
the strongest works until recently. 
With their searchlights and the ex- 
cellent service of their rifles, rapid flre 
guns 
and 
heavy 
ordnance hurling 


shrapnel, the Russians were able to 
keep the enemy at arm's length and 
force him to the old tedious process of 
approach by parallels or deep ditches 
pushed forward, one after another, to 
form a covered way for troops. 
In 


some cases tunnels were excavated a 
'ong distance, terminating under a 
Russian work. At the extremity of 
the tunnels heavy charges of dynamite 
were exploded to shatter the work 
overhead. 


The modern system of detached forts 


in a chain of defenses has been criti- 
cised on the ground that the forts 
could be carried, one after another, by 
infantry assaults. The Japanese have 
captured and held isolated positions in 
a few Instances; but, as a rule, the Rus- 
sians have regained tbe lost ground 
by first bringing long range guns to 
bear and then making counter assaults. 
The lesson taught at Port Arthur is 
that the advocates of expensive fortifi- 
cations know "what they are talking 
about. 


Housing the Poor In Large Cities. 
In connection with the efforts of 


American philanthropists to solve the 
problem of housing the poor of our 
larger cities, the report of the Verein 
Reichs-Wohnungsgesetz on the progress 
made In this direction In the cities of 
the German empire is of unusual inter- 
est 
There are in Germany 500 so- 


cieties engaged in this work. That in 
Berlin, numbering 8,400 members, has 
erected 531 houses and has 418 more 
in course of construction. 
Insurance 


companies to a large extent furnish 
tbe funds, but many municipalities 
have been building dwellings either 
for -workingmeu in general or for tbe 
cities' employees. Various cities have 
erected night asylums for the home- 
less. 
In many cases the lands on 


whicbjbe homes are built are public 
property, the surface rights being 
ceded to the building 
associations. 


Such use is made of certain crown 
lands of Prussia by the Berlin union 
of employees. 
The municipalities of 


Charlottenburg and Frankfort-on-the- 
Blain have granted similar privileges. 
Other cities have acquired land for 
this purpose by a special tax. 


The number and eminence of Uncle 


Sam's recent foreign visitors are a flat- 
tering tribute to that gentleman's pop- 
ularity and influence. A prince of tbe 
mikado's blood has left his place at the 
head of a Japanese army in the field 
to commune -with American statesmen. 
The adjutant general of the kaiser's 
army, having assisted in the dedication 
of a statue of Frederick tbe Great in 
our national capital, is touring the 
country Tflth eyes and ears open. A 
great English financier, who handles 
King Edward's private fortune, is here 
talking with our money magnates and 
looking for good investments.

CELEBRATED AT BANQUET HELD 


IN DAYTON, OHIO, 


Guest of Honor Was Hon. Judson Har- 


mon. Whose Speech Is jiven 


Below In Full. 


Dayton, O., Jan. 10.—Jackson Day 


was celebrated here at a banquet at 
the Phillips house, at which 350 plates 
•were turned. Judge B. F. McCann was 
toastmaster and many representative 
Democrats were present from this sec- 
tion of Ohio. The guest of honor was 
Judge Judson Harmon of Cincinnati. 
A notable speech was by former Con 
gressman John A, McMahon, one of 
the Ohio delegates-at-large to the St. 
Louis convention, who, in discussing 
the causes of defeat last November, 
insisted that the Democratic party, in 
order to succeed, mint adhere to the 
traditional principles of the party. 


Hon. Ju'h-on Harmon spoke as fel-

""GAME BIRD COOKERY. 


Ro»t Duck With Trimming*—Prai- 


rie Clilukeii—UoIiolouH Saluil. 


When about to roust n duck, sec to 


the (ire first. A hot oven is the lirst es- 
sential. The old axiom, "Dress your 
duck and allow a slow cook to walk 
through a hot kitchen with it,'' gives 
the Idea it is intended to do—that a 
duck well done is a duck spoiled. If 
the oven is very hot, twenty-live min- 
utes will ro.-ist the duck an even 
brown; but, if your palate dictates, an- 
other ten minutes' roa.stlug will do no 
harm. 


The duck requires no dressing. A 


slice of lemon and a spray of parsley 
may be put into the body before it is 
placed in the oven. Some cooks rub 
the duck inside and out with a clove 
of cut garlic. Others place a spoouful 
of uncooked cranberries in the body of 
the bird. The berries will burst and 
give a delicious flavor to the meat. 
Dust the duck with a teaspoonful of 
salt and half a teaspoouful of pepper 
before placing it in the oven. Baste 
twice with a little stock or butter and 
hot water while it is cooking. With a 
canvasback serve a celery salad or 
celery mixed with sliced oranges and 
dressed with a French dressing. 


Prairie chickens make good eating. 


If young and tender, roast them like 
ducks, but if old" braise them. Pluck 
and draw and lard with thin strips of 
fat bacon. 
Brown them nicely in a 


pan and dredge with two tablespoon- 
f uls of flour. Add to every three birds 
a pint of hot water, a small onion, 
chopped fine; a carrot, cut small; two 
outer stalks of celery, a teaspoonful of 
salt and a small bit of red pepper pod. 
Cover closely and let simmer one hour 
and a. half to two hours. Remove the 
birds on to a hot dish, strain the gravy, 
add six pitted olives, give one boil and 
serve. Pass a tart jelly and hominy 
or rice croquettes with the birds. 


For salmi of game use the breast and 


other nice pieces of roasted birds, cut 
in neat slices. 
Place the boues and 


other trimmings in a saucepan with 
sufficient water to cover. To a pint 
of water add half a clove of garlic, 
half a bay leaf, a spray of parsley, a 
teaspoonful of celery salt and a dash of 
cayenne. 
Let simmer half an hour, 


strain, add a few mushrooms or a 
chopped olive and a tablespoonful of 
butter rubbed with a tablespoonful of 
flour. When hot lay in the pieces of 
game and as soon as the sauce comes 
to a boil serve at once.—Boston Cook- 
ing School Magazine.

MOVEMENT OF B. & O. TRAINS BY 


TELEPHONE. 


Freight on Trolley Lines—Budget of 


Local .and General Railway 


Paragraphs. 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad has 


gained the distinction in its progres- 
sive policy of being the first steam 
railroad in the world to reduce the 
movement ol trains by telephone to a 
systemized practice, clothed with the 
best safe guards, as has been the tel- 
egraph train handling system that has 
been in operation for many year*. The 
use of the telephone in this connection, 
having bee:' demonstrated to be ef- 
fective, the management of the road 
has authorized its oificial.s 
to avail 


themsives oi this valuable auxiliary 
1rom time to 
rime 
as 
experience 


proves it to be desiiable, economical 
and in any way t»nrt to safely hasten 
the movement of trains. 


A conference 
of the 
dispatching 


forces was held recently, at Baltimore, 
and a set of rules and forms -was ar- 
ranged so as to reduce the method of 
handling trains by telephone to a 
standardized system. 
Mr. 
Charles 


Kel'lPn .superintendent of telegraph, 
was chairman of the conference ,and 
it is the expectation that every non- 
telegraph station that has a passing 
siding will be flitted up with a tele- 
phone connection to the nearest tele- 
graph office. 
This will 
erablf- the 


transmission of train orders from the 
telegraph office to the train crews at 
s'jch sidings direct, or to an employe 
stationed there for that purpose. 


For seme time the . Baltimore & 


Ohio Railroad has been extending the 
use of the telephone for the transmis- 
sion of ordinary business messages, 
connecting the di"ibion headquarters 
with the terminals of the divisions by 
means of the "composite" telephone 
method. 
This system admits of the 


simultaneous working of the 
wires 


tele,phonically 
and 
telegraphically 


without interfering with each, other 
Such circuits have been established 
between Chicago 
and Garrett, Ind.; 


between 
Oarrett 
and 
Chicago 


Junction, Ohio, thus connecting up the 
Chicago division: between Newark 
and Chicago Junction; bewteen New 
ark and Wheeling; between Wheeling 
and Fairmort; between Grafton and 
Wheeling; 
between Pittsburg 
and 


Wheeling and between Wheeling and 
Hollaway th^is connecting the general 
super in ten'dent of this grand division 
with the various superintendents and 
terminals with which he deals. Other 
circuits have been established 
fiom 


Gratton to Clarksburg; Clarksburg to 
Parke^sburg and from 
Grafton to 


Cumberland thus completing the cir- 
ct\its for the division located at Graf- 
ton. There are ilso circuits between 
Baltimore 
and Brunswick, Md., and 


Baltimore and Philadelphia for a like 
purpose. 


In addition to these long circuits 


the telephone is used extensively in 
single track blocking 
and for the 


movement of yard engines and 
the 


connection of non-telegraph stations 
•with telegraph stations by 
which 


trains are moved from the former to 
the latter where the ordinary 
tele- 


graph orders are received. In this 
manner the) telephone is vseS for 
single track blocking between Newark 
and Bellaire. Ohio. The telegraph of- 
fices average about eight miles apart, 
and at points the siding extends be- 
yond the telegraph office a distance 
of about two miles. 
Ey having the 


telephone located at the switches, a 
train is allowed to use the passing sid- 
ing up to the outlet switch. Then as 
soon as the train for which it has been 
held has passed, the conductor noti- 
fies the operator ir the block signal 
towor. and he is given permi.--. ica to 
proceed with his train to the next 
block signal office. In this the blocks 
are practically cut down so far 
as 


main track use is concerned just so 
much as the side tracks extend into 
the blocks. In some instances, it per- 
mits of the use of four miles of pass- 
ing tracks, leavinc but four miles of 
main track to be covered by the block- 
ins. The result is that it practically 
shortens the block by one half the dis- 
tance and hastens the movement of 
traffic to that extent.

A 
freight solicitor, without fee, calls up 
farmers and finds oi't what they have 
to sell; he then ascertains where in 
town a sale can be a.'lected, often clos- 
ing a trasaction o nthe spot. This 
line carries sheep, pigs, and cattle- in- 
to a stockyard of its own, whence 
dressed meat is dispatched on a con- 
siderable scale. A cold-storage depart- 
ment, about to be established, -will add 
to htis branch of the business, and col- 
lect from the farmer, at bis very door, 
vegetables and fruit from the farmer, 
vegetables and fruit paid for in cash 
at current prices. The quick and fre- 
quent transit of this road, as of every 
similar line, makes 
it preferable to 


steam transportation. 
Fruit, vege- 


tables and 'ivc stock arrive at market 
in the pink of condition, and command 
the highest prices. Often electric car- 
riages occupies but six hours, where a 
steam line, impeded by the cross-cur- 
rents of a great city's traffic, demands 
thirty-six hours.

Law Held Void. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—The supreme 


court of the United States held as 
void the Georgia law making the ini- 
tial carrier liable in cases of damage 
to freight shipments even though it 
occurs outside the state. The opinion 
was delivered by Justice Peckham in 
the case of the Central Georgia Rail- 
road company versus Murphy. The 
damage alleged in this case amounting 
to $434 occurred to a carload of grapes 
shipped from Barnesville. Ga., to Om- 
aha, Neb., the Georgia road being the 
road to which they were delivered. 
Murphy brought suit under the state 
law.

Washington. 
Jan. 
10. — President 


Roosevelt had another conference re- 
garding pending legislation. He con- 
sulted Repiesentative Esch of Wiscon- 
sin, and Townsend of Michigan, both 
members of the house committee on 
Interstate and foreign commerce, re- 
garding proposed legislation respect- 
ing railroad freight rates. Both repre- 
sentatives are in favor of affirmative 
action on the subject by congress at 
the present session. ' They told the 
president that the people they repre- 
sented wanted something definite done 
and wanted it done soon. Any legisla- 
tion enacted, they urged, must be ef- 
fective in curing the evils complained 
of and net merely of a nominal char- 
acter.
